Superior Court Judge 
Decision May 
Affect 


Power Line 


Judge Beaumont in render- 


ing judgment in the action 
brought by the Los Angeles 
bureau 
of power and 
light 


against the cities of Hunting- 
ton Park and South Gate, has 
established a legal precedent of 
far-reaching importance. 


The cities of Huntinglon Park and 


South Gate had passed zoning ordi- 
nances which prevented the bureau 
of power and light from constructing 
their lines thru those cities as orig- 
inally planned. The bureau then 
presented its case in the superior 
court, requesting that court in effect 
to set aside the zoning ordinances of 
these cities. After litigation extend- 
ing over a period of three years, the 
court ruled that the line could be 
constructed along the route origin- 
ally proposed, the right of way all 
having been purchased. However, 
the court ruled that property adja- 
cent to the proposed power line 
would be damaged and that the 
bureau would be required to deposit 
the sum of $200,000 with the court 
to satisfy just claims of this nature, 
before construction of the line could 
be permitted. 


This decision will be of importance 


to properly owners in the San Ga- 
briel valley if the power lino should 
be constructed thru that area. This 
court precedent that has now been 
established will form the basis of 
suits for damages to all property

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"GLACIER PRIEST" DELIVERS 


LECTURE ON ALASKA BEFORE 
EVENING HIGH SCHOOL FORUM

Appearing April 22 in the Monday 


evening forum of the high school, 
Father Bernard R. Hubbard, S. J., 
professor o£ geology at Santa Clara 
university, delivered his lecture on 
"The 
Valley 
of 
Ten 
Thousand 


Smokes." This depicted a desolate 
volcanic region in Alaska. 


Father Hubbard presented seven 


reels of motion picture film and 
made the pictures subjects of a 
highly interesting and entertaining 
lecture. 
These 
pictures vividly 


showed the difficulties and hazards 
of Alaskan travel, the part played 
by the dogs, the barren volcanic re- 
gions, the method of subsistence of 
the exploration party, and travel by 
fishing boat on the Gulf of Alaska. 
The climax of the picture was the 
disintegration of the glaciers as they 
reach the sea, and the formation of 
icebergs. The daring of the party 
was demonstrated as they approach- 
ed the crumbling ice barrier for 
photographic purposes. 


Perhaps Father Hubbard has add- 


ed more to the knowledge of the 
geography and geology of Alaska 
than any ether individual. His pic- 
tures clearly demonstrate and verify 
his theory of iceberg formation. He 
has made distinct contributions to 
the science of meterology and weath- 
er forecasting. 


The lecture at Covina was the first 


of a series that the "Glacier Priest" 
is delivering in southern California 
this week. He was accompanied by 
Ed Levin, his field assistant, and two 
of his Alaskan dogs, "Magek" and 
"Pavlof." These dogs added a unique 
touch to the program.

Building Permits 
in Valley Increase 
100 Per Cent 


Increase of approximately 100 per 


cent in the revenues derived from 
building permits and inspections in 
the San Gabriel valley over March 
of last year has been reported to the 
supervisors by William J. Fox, chief 
engineer of the county building de- 
partment. 


Fox asked that the board of super- 


visors authorize the appointment of 
a building inspector at Baldwin Park 
to cover the whole San Gabriel val- 
ley area. It is impossible to cover 
the ground with the present person- 
nel, Fox states, and not only are 
many complaints being received of 
delayed inspections, but there is rea- 
son to believe that many buildings 
are being erected without permits. 


The salary of such a deputy, Fox 


believes, will be more than covered 
bv the additional fees that could be 
collected by a closer inspection of the 
territory. 


Credit for the increased building 


activity is given by Fox to the na- 
tional housing program. The total 
number of permits issued in March, 
1934, was 336. The number of per- 
mits for March, 1935, in the same 
area is estimated to total 531, of 
which 201 were for buildings.

ing the system wherein banks are allowed to 
furnish the circulating medium instead of the 
government, the difference being that the 
banks charge interest for the issuance of 
money (deposit checks) and the government 
does not. Seventy per cent of the circulating 
medium is secured by commodities other than 
gold. Issuing money (or credit) on commod- 
ity security (the check system) is the correct 
system of securing a base for money. Gold 
and silver cannot be used as a yardstick, and 
they have not been so used for many hun- 
dreds of years, regardless of the solemn as- 
serverations of the metal magicians. Making 
the gold illusion seem to be a reality protects 
the bank loan system. The government should 
base all its circulating medium in the value 
of commodities in the country, and if this is 
done the necessity for money based on debt 
(the check) is obviated. 


Commodity circulation is what we need, 


and therefore a money medium based in com- 
modities. When there is a dollar in circulation 
for every dollar's worth of usable commodi- 
ties, we will have balanced production with 
consumption, and that's prosperity. 


The Coming Fire Hazard— 


Providence has blessed California this sea- 


son with plentiful and well distributed rains. 
Not for many years has there been such a lush 
of growth of pasture in the lowlands or of 
brush and underwood in the foothills, forests 
and mountains. With major grass and grain 
crops assured us, at a time when so many 
states are suffering from drought and dearth, 
our ranchers and cattlemen have received a 
great benefit and at the same time incurred 
a responsibility. 


That which nature has so bountifully pro- 


vided it is man's duty to preserve and protect. 
The very profusion of our spring vegetation 
increases the summer and fall risk of disas- 
trous fires. Ahead of us is the inevitable dry 
season. Should it be one of exceptional heat 
and wind, the always-present danger of brush 
and grass fires this summer and fall will be 
correspondingly greater. What is now a major 
blessing may be turned into a major calamity. 


Against this fire menace we should make 


preparations, now, while we have the time 
and opportunity. It calls for the cooperation 
of ranchers and stockmen, of state and county 
authorities and the federal government, to 
see that all firebreaks are cleaned of inflam- 
mable growth and that new firebreaks are 
constructed wherever needed. 


On such work as this those on relief aid 


can find immediate and useful employment. 
The well-watered forest land and foothills will 
provide a new covering for old burnt over 
areas, to offset erosion and preserve the rain 


the soiL^if proper protection .™»T- -" "~~, 
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"the menace of devastat- 


ing fires. There should be also ample fire- 
breaks to protect our grass and grain fields, 
an undertaking in which private ranch own- 
ers can assist. 


For all California interests not to combine, 


in such times as these, to make the most of 
our present favorable conditions, would be 
flying in the face of providence.—Los Angeles 
Times. 


The Gold Fallacy— 


If strawberries are very scarce at any time, 


and potatoes are very plentiful, should we 
restrict the use of potatoes because strawber- 
ries are scarce? 


This sounds like a charade, or the words of 


"" someone coming out from under an anesthe- 


tic. Yet, it is exactly what gold does to us 
when we insist on using it as the basis for a 
medium of exchange. 


NRA Retards— 


The National Recovery administration re- 


tarded business recovery instead of accelerat- 
ing it, according to six economists in a report 
this week for the Brookings institution. One 
of those to sign the report was Leon C. Mar- 
shall, a member of the seven-man board which 
managed NRA after Gen. Hugh Johnson re- 
tired. 


We do not need this report, inasmuch as 


every business man in village, city and metro- 
polis came to this conclusion at least a year 
ago. That the business men of this country 
carried on in spite of this added load of ab- 
surd codes, prohibition and ignorant med- 
dlings is a credit to American spirit for co- 
operation and patriotic compliance. The NRA 
from the first was born in ballyhoo and raised 
in leaderless confusion. It served, perhaps, 
to distract the attention of the business world 
from the obvious need of liquidation and busi- 
ness adjustment to new conditions. It simu- 
lated activity on the part of the government, 
providing an opportunity to declare it better 
to be doing something than to drift. The ad- 
ministration, of course, was obliged to make 
an effort. 


The follies of the post-war period must be 


faced squarely and admitted before any re- 
covery is possible. The NRA, or any agency, 
will fail as long as labor is required to earn 
a living and at the same time retire the huge 
debts that represent no value. For, of course, 
it is labor, both of head and hand, that must 
pay all debts. Agriculture can never go for- 
ward hobbled by the ball and chain of land 
and machinery debts contracted at fantastic 
rates and valuation. It is the clinging to these 
worthless bits of paper in thousands of card 
indices that destroys new credit and 
new enterprise. The. 
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miry slow a.s long as he carried that 


great load of sin on his back. NRA, nor any 
agency, evolved a way to remove the burden 
of debt, but only to shift it around, attempt 
to conceal it, to ignore it, but never to dis- 
card it. 


The best advice came in 1930 from Albert 


Wiggin, the then president of Chase National 
bank, who said we should forget and forgive 
these impossible public and private debts 
incurred in the world-war era—pile up and 
burn the debris of war, and establish new 
credit based on the new demands of the 
world. This is drastic. It is a major opera- 
tion. But it has been the cure of every pre- 
vious depression. 


We may talk of economic reform, but it is 


of no value as long as we attempt to reform 
and recover at the same time without first 
clearing everything down to the ground. The 
NRA was doomed to fail, as all other patch- 
work palliatives will fail.

The theory of metal base money is that it can 
be properly controlled in quantity by issuing 
certificates only to the extent of the metal on 
hand, or, as the practice is, of issuing certifi- 
cates only in a reasonable excess of the metal 
on hand. 


This is the old fallacy of the gold illusion- 


ists, set forth solemnly by Mr. Garrett and 


~ lothers, when gold and silver never repre- 


f: sented the wealth of any country, and there- 
's- fore could never represent, but could only re- 


> strict, the use of the country's wealth. There 
1 should be a dollar in circulation for every 


g dollar's worth of commodities, or true wealth, 


in the country. But as long as the circulating 
medium is tied to a scarce, or precious metal 
base, we can only use the amount of circulat- 
ing medium allowed by the amount of gold or 
silver on hand. Not only is the system absurd, 
and crippling to commodity distribution, but 
'jt is both, proclaimed as necessary and violat- 
jp. grossly at the same time. If, at any time 
jn the past fifty years this country had been
